JOSEPHINE AND BOBTENSE. 


THEI1I TOOMB9 AT BEUIL. 


A traveller who recently visited the dull 


little French village of Iteuil recounts what 
he saw in the old parish church :— 


We turned at tho end of the mass to tho high 


altar, and saw set in the wall on either Bide, 
the tomb of Josephine to the right, nnd that 
of her daughter Uorteuso to the loft. 
The 


first of these was tho grandmother, the 
second the mother of tho late Emperor of 
the French, 
~ 


They were each of Carrara marble, fifteen 


feet high, perhaps ; Josephine's was by Cas- 
tellier, and represented the Empress iu the 
long rich robes of tho court, kneeling upon n 
cushion, and with clasped hands, before a 
marble prie-tfiev. 
The latter was too low. 


The statue, while not n crtefd'teitwe, was n 
correct and pleasing one, representing a 
beautiful woman, with « saddened, resigned 
face ; nnd it was inclosed by columns, and 
an entablature, tho latter oddly cnrved. 
Below was this inscription :—

JOHEPIIINE 


EUGENE ET HOHTESBE, 


1825. 


Her son antl daughter raised the monu- 


ment. The tomb of the beautiful, wilful, 
and ^gifted Hortenso, 
once a milliner's 


apprentice, stood opposite, 
Sho died near 


tbe town, soon after her sou's rush attempt 
to invade France from Straaburg. 


Dismayed 
by the utter failure 
which 


attended 
upon this 
demonstration, ho 


withdrew for n brief time 
to the United 


StfHes, hastening buck, however, when ho 
heard of his mother's last illness, nrepnrsd 
1o bravo nil dangers iu the attempt to HBO 
her onco moro. His filial piety was reward- 
ed 
hy his mother dying on the flth of 


October, 
1837, in the arms 
of n much- 


beloved sou, thanking God who bad reserved 
for her that last supreme comfort. 


The 
remaiug of Queen Horteuso were 


transferred from Switzerland to Heuil by 
Count deTasoherde In Fngerio, her cousin 
(Josephine was a De Teacher do la Pngerio), 
nnd were deposited iu a oataeouib opposite 
to that of .the Empress Josephine in that 
ancient church of tho Lords of Buzenvftl. 
A mausoleum was raised over tho vault in 
1841" by Bartolini, of Florence ; but one of 
the first melancholy duties of Louis Napo- 
leon, when ho became Emperor, WHS to 
save the Church of Reuil from ruia by 
which it was threatened. The work of 
restoration of this interesting old church, 
the first stone of which hiul been IRK! in 
1^8-1 by Anthony I., King of Ponuf.nl, at 
Hmt Mmn nn eriln in liYance, \viis entrusted 
to Messieurs Eugene LaCroix and JVIungnin. 
Josephine nnd Horteuso have now each 
their separate chapel, and n monumental 
statuo adorns the latter, on the pedestal of 
which la the simple but prcguaut inscrip- 
tion, 


A la Koine Uor!cuRi>, 
Son ills Napoleon in. 


Her tomb represents nn angel Hosting 


p.bovo. Hoi'tenme, to deposit a crown upon 
her forehead, while she lies kneeling with 
folded hands. 


For a little while we looked at these me- 


mentoes, thinking how still were the once 
proud hearts of theae heroines, and only 
ourselves were there to muse upon them. 
Strange mystery of womanhood ! The re- 
flected light which man's renown sheds up- 
on her gives her such softer glory that we 
forgot the victor for her by whom ho wna 
enthralled.
